BY THE OLD TIMER 


By The Old-Timer. 
As an old citizen on the lower 
East Beach, I am often called upon 
to answer questions as to who were 


this neighborhood. 

‘The only people living on this 
part of the beach at present who 
were here when I came to the lake 
are the Stuckeys who came in 
1910, just one year ahead of me. 

We all had to come from Fort} 
Myers, of course, as there was no 
other outlet for our fish. 

Geo. E. Galloway came in July 
of the next year, and Noble Pad- 
gett and family in 1914." All fish- 
ermen farmed or gardened some in 
those days, but not very strenuously 
‘on account of having no transpor- 
tation except fish boats. Beans 
picked today, for instance, would 
arrive in Fort Myers when they 
should be in Washington or Phila- 
delphia. 

‘Then the North New River canal 
was épened in 1913, which helped 
matters some, as it gave them Fort 
Lauderdale as a local market and 
sbipping point. 

‘The first successful farming done 
in this neighborhood was by John 
J. Lewis (now in Raiford) at Ba- 
com Point. Doc Armstrong and 
John L. Ingram came in the winter 
of 1915-16 “and farmed on land 
now owned by Trew and O. B.
